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T he Gr eat and Bloody Plot diſcovered. 


with che preſent Tranſactions of theſe latter Times, and 

being ſomewhat numerous, have endeavoured to diffuſe 

their wicked Poyſon in ſeveral pacrs of the Kingdom 3 for, 
indeed, they are a Generation 13.0 peltferous in their Doctrine, 
and dangerous in their ſeduCtion, and ſo ought of all rrue ſubje&ts 
ro be avoided : Yer ( bleſſed be God ) many the: e are of lace, 
who being ſenſible of toeic erroneous Ways, ace reduced from 
them, and it is heped-(in a lictle time} many more will be ſo 
wiſe, as to do the like, wica may prove the Death and Burial 
of their Fanatick Do&rive : Since ic hath pleaſed the moRt High 
co put acheck to their da:nnable. and able Deſigns, cen- 
ding to the utter extirfation of Monar@y, the ruine ofthe No- 
b licy, and the deſolation both of Gentry and Commonalty : For 
the accompliſhing of th's molt horrid and bloody Deſign, they 
had ſecretly entred inco a Comb'narion to appear in Arms, and 
ro meet and imbody ar their appointed Rendevouz: In order 
whereunt9, on, S712 'a7 night la(t ſeveral Parties roo well armed 
began to appear in ſeveral parts of the City ; forme marching one 
way, andiome anoth-; , till at the laſt great was the Allarum 
throughout the fireers; iuſo:nuch that, che Trained Bands ap- 
peared unmeduatly in Arms,. guardiog  ſeyeral Paſſes and Ave-= 
nues : bur before they could appear; thus formidable, ſome 
lyalſubjeRs !olt their lives: ,_ for . abut. rwelve., of the clock 
near St. Paw/s a Party of Fitth-Mona-chy men ruarching that way, 
and meeting a Ceatleman near the N>ith Doos bid 'hur fland, 
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asking him who he wasfor ? He anſwered for God and Kirg 
Charles. To whom hereplyed, who are you for, they ſaid for 
King leſws + and immediatly ſhot him, into the head, 

F:om thence they marched ro A/ders-Gate,where paſſing the 
Watch, they came to Re..croſs-ſtreet, and from thence to the 
Itkite-( roſs, where they m<t with ſome oppoſition ; For Mr, 
He. ley the Head>01 ough co:rmanding the Watch , ( a Gentle- 
man of good eltcem and repure, and as cordial to his Prince, as 
fiichful co his Countrey) cauſed them to fiand, and endeayou- 
red 19 make good that Paſs, and impede their marching through 
Beech- Lare neo eXeor-fields; but the Rebels preiting npcn 
hig:, be diſputed ic with bis Raff,and being over-powred by their 
great, Number,{ cr:hiced his life for his King and Countrey,, re- 
ceiving two ſhots in the breaſt, and one in his throat,of which he 
unmedrarly died, his death being »uch lamented by many. 

Du:irg which time, great was the Allarum throughout the 
Ciry, the [t-eets being fill*d with Eccho2s, Arms, Arms, Arms; 
the loyal Party crying out for Gol ard King Charles 3 the Fifrh- 
Monarchy-men fot Kizg Jeſs, being excetding reſolute in their 
trealonable Exploics. And had it nor pleaſed the Hand of Pro- 
vidence timely to have pur a check to their Revellious Defign, 
the event of their wicked Undertakings might have proved of ve- 
ry ſad and dangerous Conſequence : but through the indefariga- 
ble pains and prudencg of the Right honourable the Lord Mayor 
their Delign proved oo tle as they ezpeRed; tor the trai- 
ned Bands being iummeditly raiſed, they were forced to eſcape by 
rei ang and the peace of the City was therein much pre- 
ſerved. 

In the Suburbs Major Ralph T acker of the Green Regiment, 
a wiſe-and diſcreec Commander, was 'very vigilant to preſerve 
che peace of thoſe parts, and ro ſuppreſs and allay che fury of 
rhoſeFamarick Diſtemers; in which Encerpriſe this approved and 
noble*Commander narrowly eſcaped a dangerous ſhot : but ſome 
that accompanied him were wounded , amongſt the reft Mr. He- 
mington a Plummer in Redcroſs- ſtreet was wounded, bur it is ho- 
ped not mortal, rwo Butchers Prentices were ſhoc at their own 
door near Beech- Lane end, an honeft kEletcher near Grub-ftreet 
end,and Srephex Prond- Love,Bell-man of St. Giles withour Cr: p- 
. ple-Gate. _ In- 
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. Innocent blood being thus ſhed, Major T asker uſed all means 


p_ to put a ſudden check to their out-daring Inſolencie;bur 


efore the reſt of his Company could receive the allarum, and 
appear in a;ms,this parity conſifting of abour fifty or fixty, well 
armed both wich Fire-locks,Head-pieces, Breaſt and Back)march- 
ed by the Artillery Ground roward Hogsdon , where probably 
they bad defigned a Rendevouz, During which time, grear was 
the Infurre&tionm other places,more eſpecially at Bz/hops-gate, 
where ſome of the Trained Bands were wounded, and a youny 
man lain: befides,one Mr.i3 il;am tyres was thor, and dyed 
immediatly upon his Wounds, 

This fad Diſalter(occafioned by a tumultuous Riling, contrary 
to the Lays of God and Man) has cauſed many to be deprived of 
liberty 3 five were taken on the Monday morning following and 
commurted to Newgate : ten were ſeized on at a Mecting-place 
the ſame Evening and commitred likewiſe, and ſeven on 7 xeſday 
morving laſt. As alſo many others are ſent to the Gate-houle, 
and others ſecured in ſeveral Priſons, 

Asfor the relt of this tumultuous Crew that were in «rmes, 
we hear that moſt of rhem are diſſipated ; and that the Woman 
in three leg'd Court in White-creſs-ſtreet ( where many of them 
arm*d themſelves and left their cloaks is alſo ſecured, 

During this tumultuous Riot and Inſurre&ion,theſe turbulent 
ſpirits diſpierſed a treaſconable Paper againſt his Royal Majelty 
and the preſent Government, juſtify ing rhat horrid, unparallel'd 
and moſt deſperate execrable Murder of our late gracious Sove- 
reign, What ſhali ſay, my very bowels earn 3 nay more, the 
martyrdom of ſo gracious and pious a Prince, has extracted a firm 
reſolution to ſacrifice my life for my dread Sovereign K. Charles 
the ſecond. Oh wicked Miſcreants Rigicides,and what not ? to 
commit Villany unparallel'd,and impudently our-brave it, is the 
badge of a deſperate traytor and an unhappy Chriſtian : Unheard 
of impudence | can £od be the anthor cf creaſon ? or can any 
man expe& mercy from God's hands that voluntarily cransgrei- 
ſeth ? Proſperum & felix ſcelus virtus vicatur, was Hearheniſh 
Philoſophy,thoughggchour queſtion a Max'me in the Comm n- 
wealth of his Conſctence,whillt Relizion was made the ſalking- 
horſe to his Rebellion. | 
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. TheGenius of this blood-rhirlt Seat,w3 may well compare to 
choſe of Switzerland, who went from Cixy to Ciry where they 
heard rhar Reformation was received, (nct ro any Popiſh rown } 
and whereſoever they came, they preſently troubled the State, 
and filledall with clamour and Sedition, By chem was the rown 
of Falzut miſerably ranſacked , and all che Inhabitams driven, 
away out of rheir Pofſeſſions : the like rhey were like ro have 
don2at # 0: ms, at Amburg, at Bazel, at Shafuſe, at Berne, at 
Lucerna, ar Paſſaw ; 1will not weary the Reader with all theſe 
pailages, their bloody ations hee on ſeveral __ unarm'd, 

beirg ſufficient to give a Charatec of their Sect, 

It were an endletle task ro rehearſe their ſeveral errours, yet 
I ſhall for example inſerr tome of che chief. They held among 
other things, that rebaptized perſons cannot fin, becauſe they are 
Gods Children: that all Miniſters that hold Chutch-hvings are 
from the Devil : that the Apoſiles had nothing proper, but went 
from houſe to houſe ; thar they had no need of rhe Lords-prayer 
becauſe they prayed by the Spirit ; many denyed the God-head 
of Chriſt, for which two were executed at Neufcaſtle, In Mora- 
214 eſpecially that opinion was received, which Country becauſe 
of rhe looſeneſle of the Government ſwarined with Anabapriſts, 
and was cryed tip by the SeCtaries of Sw:tzer/and and upper Ger- 
many, for a ins of Promiſe, and thither n.any of then removed 
their houſhold, when they found themſelves repreſt, 

By Baxel there was an uproar of ſome Villages who ſwarmed 
with this Se&, rhey made an inſurre&ion (as theſe did int ſeveral 
parts of London) ſaying they would have theſe three things, all 
T ythes aboliſhed, all Magiſtrates pull'd dorm,and all che ungod- 
ly kill'd, (meaning all that were no. of thei: Se&) bur they were 
ſopr in time and diſperſed. And the ground'of theſe attempts 
of this Se& in ſo-many places, was a dream they had of a temporal 
Kingdom of Chri(t, with whem all ch2 godly (hould Reign on 
earth withour an inficmity of (Body or Soul, all Gods enemies 
being deſtroyed firſt ; for all theſe An«baprifts were and are fill 
Chiliaits, expounding litrerally that Kingdom-of a thouſand 
years, of Rev. 20.6, co be a temporal Kingdom, That fancy 
put many of rhem out of rheir wits, all the Hitories that ſpeak of 
them relate many examples of their looking ſeriouſly for the 
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coming of the Lord upon ſuch a night, being warmed by Revelati- 
on , which made them firlt and pray thar night, and pur all their 
baſ.nefſes out of order. . 

T kus it appears evident, that the treaſonable and peftiferous 
Ways cf theſe men are no longer to be endured amongſt civili- 
zed Chriltians : For if 7 Treaſon ever wore a Cloak, you may ſee 
it here palliated to the life : and if we ſum up all their Virtues in 
a Schedule, we may at the end write traytor, Oh ler nor the 
Genius of thiz Nation be ever for the time to core guilty of ex- 
Ltirpation cf ſo famous and antient a Government as Monarchie : 
co be ſorry ſor breaking the Oath of Allegeance made to our 
Sovereign,is r.0 Plea in the Court of Conſcience. Perjury is a 
voluntary act, it diveſts the ſoul of its private correſpondencic 
with Heaven,and befits a Matchiavel rather then aChrittian.Gods 
Name is abuſed,and Rrgrerdrum called a pious Work : ſuch 2c- 
ings as theſe upon baſe and mercenary Principles, hath exalted 
ſome of the heads of their Brethren, and leaves the ſad names of 
traytor entailed to all Peflerity. 

In a word, ler all ſich who ſhall dare to atrempr to life up a 
hand again(t our preſent Sovereign, know, his render mercy and 
clemency may julily be turned into ſeverity, ſince that they do 
furcher preſume to proceed in their treaſonable and wicked un- 
dercakings 3 For, notw th{tanding their laſt wicked deſign being 
timely diſcovered, yet they rebelliouſly preſumed to pur it in 
execution on Wedize/day morning lalt ; appearing to well arwed 
(as befo:e mentioned; Pur the allarum bein; again received,and 
the Trained-bands unmedtarly in a poſture of defence, their re- 
bellious deſign was ſoon Fruftrated ; for after. their Phanatick 
march from Cornhill into Cheap-fde, and from thence to Alder- 
manbury (heivg about 56 in number ) et1ey received gallant op- 
pcfitton by the undanted reſo luticn of the Trained bands ; the 
White Reg:rent being as vigilant as any that appeared that day 
n Arms ; the Red was a: Loyal ; and theGreen, Bl:w and the 
Orange no wir 'nferiour : curing wich time the brave Loves 
Apprentices a"med therſelves an ſeized d'vers cf theſe Fannick 
ſririts3 purivirg thew f on {treer to (treer, and from houſe to 
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puriued they fired out at \ Window ; and at laft rw* of them 


.we:e taken, and 4 killed. Bur here ic did nor end, for imme- 


Gatly af e* divers others were raken in Moo-zfields : ſome were 
w.unded 'n tae Cicy 3 and alchough che ſhops were ſhut up, 
yer-grear was the fear ; for moſt people ſeemed aftonithed all 


.the inornipg 3 but befoae 2 of the clock the whole party of 


theſe rebell:ous R'oters were totally diſſipated, 11 being killed, 


- 16 wounded, and the reſt taken pritoners ; though nor withour 
<þe loſlc of ſome Loyal SubjeQs. 


Thus ler all Treaſon be rewarded,and Traytors pnniſhed, who 
hazard Life and ſoul in oppoſition to their King and Countrey, 
whoſe aibiquicary Conſciences play faſt and looſe with Religion, 
and who conſtantly Morning and Evening, adde not to their 
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God ſave the KING. 
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
